Tom Kinney, who rose from news- 
boy to a position of great political 


power in the community and who had 
been the friend of the poor, died at 8 4. 
m. Wednesday in the hilltop bungalow 
near Kirkwood, which friends recently 
had provided for him. He had been re- 
moved there from his home, 172 Carr 
gdtreet, two weeks ago. 

He made his last fight against tub- 
erculosis, and, though he was game to 
the end, as he always had been, he 
lost the fight. 

Kinney died with a smile on his lips, 
and in the knowledge that he had done 
‘the best he could. Though he had been 
‘a. moving force in city politics for many 
years, he died a poor man. Though 
never rich, there was no time in his po- 
litical career when Tom Kinney did not 
have something to share with those who 
Were poorer than himself. In unosten- 
tatious way he paid the rent of strug- 
gling families and mauy a load of coal, 
which seemed to have dropped from 
Heaven; could have been traced back to 
Kinney. 

fast Words Are of Gratitude. 
“Kinney was conscious until the end. 
His last words wefe: 

“Tt am not afraid to die. 
thank my friends.” 

A few minutes before, in conversation 
with those around his bed, he had 
spoken of his gratitude to August A. 
Busch, George J. Tansey, Daniel G. 
Taylor, William Marion Reedy, Harry 
B. Hawes and Louis Lemp. 

“They've all been good to me,” he 
said. 

A little later Kinney seemed eager to 
remember further of his friends. He 
gave the names of Otto Stifel, Joseph 
O'Neil. James McTague, Mark Ewing, 
BE. F. Goltra, R. S. Colnon and Hiram 
Lioyd. Several times he spoke of ‘the 
Lemp boys.” 

With Kinney when he died were his 
brothers, Michael and William; his wife, 
Catherine; his l4-year-old daughter, 
Florence; his sister, Mrs. Julia Hemp- 
stead; his sister-in-law, Mrs. Sincere; 
Thomas Egan, William Egan, William 
Canty, THomas Owens, former Assistant 
City Attorney Mortimer Levy, Arthur 
Bollinger and Hamilton McCandless. 

The last sacraments were administered 
about an hour before Kinney’s death 
by the Rev. Father Spencer of Kirk- 
wood. Father Timothy Dempsey, pastor 
of St. Patrick's Parish, in which Kinney 
was born and reared, also had been in 
attendance. 

‘Kinney’s health began to fail six 
months ago. For nearly two months he

FREDERICK OF DENMARK 


Frederick VIII Falls to Street in 
Hamburg While Walking 
Unattended. 


HAMBURG, Germany, May 15.—King 
Frederick VIII of Denmark died alone, 
unknown and unattended, in the streets 
of Hamburg, last night, of apoplexy. 

The King, traveling incognito, arrived 
here Monday on his return from a long 


-{trip to, the south, where he had been 


convalescing from a serious attack of 
inflammation of the lungs. With the 
Queen and royal suite, he took quarters 


at the Hamburgerhof Hotel. 

When he left the Hamburgerhof last 
rigut after a hearty dinner, the King 
étrolled toward the “Goose Market,” 
one of the principal squares in the busi- 
néss section of the city and just around 
the corner from the hotel. A few min- 
utes later some pedestrians noticed an 
elderly gentleman fall to the sidewalk. 

He was dressed in an ordinary busi- 
ness suit and appeared to be a well-to- 
do tradesman. The passersby ran to the 
spot to assist him, but he was dead. 

A policeman was called. who had the 
body conveyed in an automobile to the 
Sailors’ Hospital. The physicians on 
duty found that death had been instan- 
taneous. 

Attendants#in Search, 

There was nothing on the body which 
afforded a clew to its identification and 
it was placed in the mortuary of the 
hospital. 

It was only much later in the evening 
that the royal suite. which had become 
anxious owing to the King’s absence, 
heard of the incident that had occurred 
on the ‘‘Goose Market.”’ 

As their inquiries in regard to the 
King’s movements had up to. then 
proved fruitless, they, together with 
the proprietor of the hotel, proceeded 
to the hospital to look at the body there. 
On arrival at the hospital they were 
confronted by the tragic fact that the 
dead man was the King.

years he was known as “Snake’’ Kin- 
ney. This name was unwittingly tacked 
on him by a@ police sergeant when Kin- 
ney was @ newsboy. 

In those days bundles of papers were 
delivered to the boys at certain street 
corners. The selling capacity of the 
boys was pretty well known, and the 
largest bundles were intended for the 
most hustling boys. In his eagerness 
Kinney would grab the first bundle of 
papers and rush away to sell them, re- 
gardless of whether the bundle was in- 
tended for him or another boy. 

He always made it a point of honor 
to ‘‘make it square’’ later with the other 
boy. 

One day, a new boy who didn’t know 
the system, complained that his bundle 
Of papers had been taken. A police 
Sergeant sent out to investigate re- 
turnéd to the station smiling and said: 
“That little Kinney sneaked the pa- 
pers.” 

There was one fault in the sergeant’s 
pronunciation. He pronounced = the 
word “sneak” as if it were spelled 
“snake.” 

After the manner of nicknames, it 
stuck to Kinney for a long time, until 
be finally realized that a wrong inter- 
pretation was being made of it by the 
public. He personally asked all of the 
hewspapers not to use the nickname. In 
view of the justice of his request, it 
was readily granted. Since then he has 
been known as “Tom” Kinney or Sen- 
ator Kinney. 

No Silver Spoon at Birth. 
Thomas Elwood Kinney didn't havc 
anything even remotely resembling a 
silver spoon in his mouth when he was 
born on Pigeon Hill in a tenement quar- 
ter down near the river front in what 
was then known to the police as the 
Bloody Third District. The lower 
stretches of Cass avenue, O’Fallon ani 
Biddle streets were his boyhood play- 
grounds.

Kinney began his political career as 
a member of the Democratic City Cen- 
tral Committee for the old Fourth Ward. 
He became famous as a political or- 
ganizer and got credit for piling up 
the remarkable majorities which made 
the Fourth Ward the great Democratic 
stronghold of the city. 

In Kinney’s first race for the House 
of Delegates he was credited with 
more than 4000 votes, and his Repub- 
lican opponent with less than 100. 

After holding the old Fourth Ward in 
the hollow of his hand for many years, 
and serving two terms as a member of 
the Housé of Delegates, Kinney moved 
into the Fifteenth Ward and set out to 
conquer even greater political flelds, 


Blected a State Senator. 

He was elected State Senator and on 
the strength of the record which he 
made in that capacity he had himself 
nominated for Congress from . the 
Twelfth District. On the returns from 
the election two years ago, it seemed 
that L. C. Dyer, Republican, defeated 
Kinney, but Kinney filed a contest, 
which is still being fought in Congress. 

From the days of his early successes 
in politics, Kinney had the faculty of 
making powerful friends. The old 
Fourth Ward, in ,which his political 
word was law, h within its limits 
large factories, business houses, 
scrapers and hotels, as well as crowd- 
ed tenements. Kinneys’ acquaintance 
with and loyalty to the business men 
of his district was as 
friendship for his more humble follow- 
ers. 

Acquired Book Knowledge. 

When his passion for knowledge made 
him eager for study, there were men 
of the highest standing in the com- 
munity who aided him in_ selecting 
books to read. Among these friends 
were Fredefick W. Lehmann, now So- 
licitor-General of the United States; 
William Marion Reedy and Daniel G. 
Taylor, former Judge of the Circuit 
Court. Under the direction of such men, 
Kinney studied constitutional history 
and political economy. 

His record as a State Senator became 
one of the boasts of his party.

ARCHBALD LETTER

Capt. May “Testifies Commerce 
Judge’s Note Caused Him to ° 


Listen to Williams.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Capt. W. A. 
May of Scranton, Pa., superintendent of 
the Erie Railway coal properties and 
vice-president of the Hillside Coal and 
Iron Co., was a witness today at the 
hearing of charges against Judge Arch- 
bald of the Commerce Court before the 
Judiciary Committee of the House. 
Capt. May said that Edward J. Wil- 
liams came to him last spring to solicit 
an option of the Katydid culm property. 
“T think he broug':it a letter to me 
sealed,”’ he continued. “I found it was 
a letter from Judge Archbald asking 
if the Katydid culm was for sale and 
what price would be put on it.’’ 
“How did you interpret Judge Arch- 
bald’s request for an option. on the 
Katydid?”’ 

“T didn’t analyze the letter at all.”’ 


Judge’s Letter Caused Deal. 
May said, however, he would not have 


dealt with Williams if it had not been 
for Judge Archbald’s letter. 

“Tt was through the Judge’s influence,”’ 
he said, “that I was finally willing to 
recommend the sale of the cuim to the 
executive officers of the company.” 

May said he discussed the deal with 
officials of the Hillside company, but 
never took it up with the Erie Ratllroad. 
He talked several times with Judge 
Archbald about the uption, but could not 
remember when and where. He nad also 
received other letters from Judge Arch- 
bald asking about the Katydid bank, In 
one, dated Dec. 14, Judge Archhald 
wrote: “In the meantime, may 1 ask 
you to hold the price you have given 
for the Hillside interests as confiden- 
tial?’ 

Capt. May replied to Judge Archbald: 
‘“T shall say nothing to enyone about our 
interests.”’ 

Capt. May declared that he always 
thought BE. J. Williams was to get the 
culm; that he never thought Judge Arch- 
bald was financtally interested in the 
deal, and that the price fixed by him for 
the Hillside share in the bank, $4500, 
was a good price.

Former Studio Girl Testifies De-: 


fendant Bought Drug After 
Visitor Arrived. 


AW BAKER WITH A CLOTH 





ays She and Photographer 
Came to St. Louis After Rich 
Farmer Went to Sleep. 





The defense in the case of Sidney Ba- 
ker, a former photographer, charged 
with killing Peter Waeltz, a wealthy 
farmer, 6 years old, in Baker’s Belle- 
ville studio, the night of Nov. 21, 1908, 
began presenting its evidence Wednes- 
day with Mrs. Nellie Morton Schanot 
as its chief witness. 

Mrs. Schanot, then Nellie Morton, was 
with Baker and Waeltz in the studio in 
the Stookey Building the night Waeltz 
was killed. She recently was acquit- 
ted of complicity with Baker in caus- 
ing Waeltz’s death. 

Mrs. Schanot testified she had been 
Baker’s assistant in the studio six 
weeks prior to Nov. 21, 1908. She was in 
the studio that night when Baker and 
both intoxicated, came in to- 
eether, she said. 

‘Nellie, this is uncle,” she testified 
Baker said in introducing Waeltz. Sev- 
eral bottles of beer were brought to 
the studio, she said, and Waeltz had a 
bottle of whisky, from which he drank 
freely. 


Says Baker Got Chloroform. 
Baker went out and got some chloro- 


form, she testified, but dropped the 
bottle and broke it on entering the stu- 
dio. He then went out, saying he was 
going for tobacco, she said, and she 
watched him go to a drug store across 
the street. When he returned he ha‘ 
a small object which he told her was 
a bottle of chloroform, she said. Baker 
announced he was going to keep the 
drug, she _ testified. 

Mrs. Schanot said she then lay down 
on a cot in a rear room and went to 
sleep. When she awoke, about ll p. m., 
Waeltz lay asleep beside her, she tes- 
tified, and Baker stood near by, holding 
a white cloth in his hand. 

Having agreed to come to St. Louis 
with Baker that night, Mrs. Schanot 
then went to the Belleville public square 
and waited until Baker joined her about 
15 minutes later. She did not al! 
where they spent the night vo “t. Lo iis. 
According to John Cunnin;“11, another 
witness, it was at 3501 Lindell avenue, 
and Cunningham spent the night there, 
too. 

Mrs. Schanot testified she and Baker 
went to East St. Louis the following 
morning and remained there until 4 p. 
m., when she returned to Belleville.. She 
testified Baker's shins and knees were 
skinned when he came from the studio, 
supporting the contention of the defense 
that Baker and Waeltz fell down the 
studio stairs together. 

Mre. Schanot couid not recall what she 
said in a statement to the police Nov. 

, 1908, saying she was very young then 
and moreover was extited by the pres- 
ence of reporters and policemen. She 
gave her age at present as 21. 


Coroner Found No Drug. 
Dr. E. . Irwin, who was Coroner 


at the time of Waeltz’s death, testified 
he found no traces of chloroform in 
Waeltz’s body when it was examined 
about six days after death. He said, 
however, the body had been embalmed, 
which would have made the detection 
of the drug almost impossible.

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FORMER STUDIO GIRL WHO WAS

NELLIE MORTON ScHANCT. 
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GEORGE 5. MPGREW, 
FAMOUS GOLFER, I 
DEAD: SICK 2 DAYS 


Col. Fhaseica™ S. McGrew, one of the 
noted golf experts in the United States, 
died at his residence, 5 Lenox >splace, 
from heart disease, at 7:50 a. m.,, 
Wednesday. Col. McGrew was stricken 
two davs ago, and from that time until 
his death he was under the care of 
three physicians. 

Col. McGrew was 60 years old, and 
was secretary of George D.. Barnard 
& Co. He was born at Lexington, La- 
fayette County, Mo., and began his 
business life in St. Louis in 1889 as a 
clerk in a hardware store. 

Col. McGrew was known by many as 
the father of golf id St. Louis. He 
learned to play on the old Triple A links 
in Forest Park, and in 1900 he organized 
the Glen Echo Club. He was the first 
president of this club, and ~remained 
at its head until a few years ago. Upon 
his retirement as president a life mem- 
bership was voted him and he received 
a handsome cottage on the grounds for 
his own use. 

The Olympic golf tournament was 
brought to the Glen Echo Club in 1904 
by Col. McGrew. This tournament was 
a feature of the Olympic games of the 
World’s Fair year, most of which. took 
place in the stadium, west of Washing- 
ton University. 

Visiting Europe in 1908, Col. McGrew 
played on the famous links of Scotland 
and England. He took great interest in 
the sport, and was known among golf 
players throughout the country. 

In 1890 Col. McGrew organized the Mc- 
Grew Guards, a military social organ- 
ization. He was a member of the Mis- 
sourt National Guard, and a colonel on 
the staff of Gov. Dockery. In 190 Gov. 
Folk appointed him paymaster-general 
of the National Guard of Missouri. 

He was the first president of the Trav- 
elers’ Protertive Association. He saw 
his first service on the road in 1878, when 
he went with the Barnard Co. as a trav- 
eling salesman. He later became a di- 
rector Rector and secretary of the company.

Mrs. Edward Bruns Complains St. Louis University Organization 
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AND COUNCILMEN 


Uses Local Municipality as 
a Pattern. 


A new city, with a complete ‘list of .of- 
ficlals from Mayor to Councilmen, has 
been formed in the heart of St. Louis. 
It is called Universityville, and its citi- 
zens are students of St. Louis Univer- 
sity. 

The Universityville officials assumed 
their duties Wednesday. They were 
elected. Tuesday night at a meeting of 
the Universityville electoral. college in 
Batley Hall, Knights of Columbits Build- 
ing. The electoral body was composed 
of two men from each of the universi- 
ty’s 23 classes. 

The election followed a month of pre- 
liminary work in organization, including 
the drafting and adoption of a. charter, 
based on that of the city of 8t. Louis. 


The Universityville idea originated with. 


C. W. 8.‘ Sammileman, a junior in the 
law department. It was presented to 
the Rev. Father A. J. Burrows, 8. J., 
president of the university, and to the 
board of regents, and was approved in 


,each Cage. 


Interest in Civic Duties, 

The purpose of the municipality is to 
instruct its citizens in civic duties and 
to bring students in the university’s five 
departments into a closer fellowship 
than had been possible heretofore. 

Each department is a ward, entitled 
to send two representatives to the Coun- 
cil, and each class is a precinct. The 
alumni of each department also have 
the standing of a ward, with two repre- 
sentatives, thus bringing the number of 
councilmen up to 20. The other elective 
officers are Mayor, Comptroller and 
President of the Board of Collectors. 
The Mayor, however, has the power of 
appointing 22 other officers, including @ 
Treasurer, City Counselor, Register, 
Marshal, Police Justice and Board of 
Commissioners, who will have charge of 
all student activities, such as glee, bas- 
ket ball and dramatic clubs, entertain- 
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band, library and similar branches. 

For the pregent, each citizen of Uni- 
versityville i@ subject to an annual tax 
of %, and only those who pay will be 
registered as voters. This its for the 
purpose of meeting the expenses of or- 
ganization. Later, when the various stu- 
dent activities are on a paying basis, al! 
students will be voters, irrespective of 
taxes. 

Universityvillie plans to give a mu- 
nicipal entertainment three times a 
month at Bailey Hall. A smal}! admis- 
sion will be charged, but each fourth 
weekly meeting night will be devoted to 
a dance, free to all citizens. 

By the taxes now being collected, the 
new city will pay for club and gym- 
nasium privileges at the Knights of Co- 
lumbus Building. Later on it will erect 
its own gymnasium and clubrooms.. 

Peter F. Foley, a student in the De- 
partment of Commerce and Finance, has 
suggested that the city later change its 
name to Friedenborough, to honor the 
university’s late president and to give 
the city distinction from other organi- 
zations that may be formed at colleges.

Mayor, John L. Tierney, Médical De- 
partment; Comptroller, R. L. Daly, De- 
partment of Comnierce and’ Finance; 
president Board of Collectors, E. J. Le- 
ber, dental department; president of the 
Council, Wilton D, Chapman, law school;

Other Dying, Crowd Fights to 
Get Bodies. 


By Associated Press, 
PARIS, May 15.—The career of the 


last of France's notorious bandit gang 
was dramatically ended this morning, 
when, after eight hours’ battle with po- 
lice and troops, its leader, Octave Gar- 


nier, and his confederate, Vallet, were 
blown up by explosives in a small villa 
at Nogent-Sur-Marne, where they had 
taken refuge. 

Shattered by shots of dynamite, their 
house fell in ruins when melinite was 
exploded under their walls. The police 
found Garnier dead and Vallet dying. 
Five policemen were wounded in the bat- 
tle. 

Woman Led to Capture. 

An indiscretion by a woman compan- 
ion of the bandits, Mille Vuillen- 
}main, allowed the police to fix theik 
lair to a certainty. She went to 4 
public pump to get drinking water, 
where she was met by a Parisian wom- 
an. Vuillemin, who is of Basque ori- 
gin, carried the jug on her shoulder, 
after the custom of the country. The 
Parisian, struck by the picture, stoppel 
her and exclaimed: 

‘How beautiful you are, madame. You 
should: pose for a portrait.”’ 

Vuillemin smilingly acknowledged 
the compliment, and passed on. Then 
the Parisian with a woman’s penetra- 
tion decided that her hair was dyed. 
Further inquiries of the Parisian put 
the police on the track. 

Crowds in Adjoining Street, 

M. Lepine, Prefect of Paris, was no- 
tified and decided to capture or kill 
the bandits, if necessary. Again, as in 
the case of the battle of Choisy Le- 
Roix, the efforts of the police and mil- 
itary were greatly hampered by the vast 
crowds that gathered in the adjoinin: 
streets, 

When the police arrived at the villa, 
which was known as the Moulin Rouge. 
M. Guichard, Superintendent of De- 
tectives, carrying the tricolor sash 
his office, cried out: 

“Open, in the name of the law.” 

A man hidden in the garden respond- 
ed with revolver fire. This formally be- 
gan the battle and siege. 


M. Guichard was not hit, and re- 
treated. He mobilized the detectives, 


police and gendarmes, who carried 
rifles while a company of Zouaves, from 
the nearby barracks joined the besieg- 
ing forces. 

The excitement was intense and the 
enormous cfowd hindered operations 
and had to be driven back. 


Shields Protect Inspectors, 
Six inspectors, protected by sheets 


of steel furnished by a gunsmith, cau- 
tiously aproached the house. They en- 
countered heavy fire, but were not 
wounded. Three of the police, however, 
fell from the bandits’ bullets, seriously 
wounded. 

In the meantime the police and spec- 
tators.who had gathered on the via- 
duct of the eastern railroad heaved 
enormous rocks on the roof of the 
bouse which stood adjacent to the 
viaduct. Soon the roof was wrecked 
and fell in, but the bandits continued 
firing. 

The woman, Wueillemin, through 
whom the bandits were located, emerg- 
ed from the house and was arrested. 
Then it was decided to blow up the 
building. 

The zouave bugler sounded, ‘‘Cease fir- 
ing’’ and then ‘‘Retreat.”’ 

The crowds now were, almost over- 
whelming and the severest measures 
were necessary to force them back be- 
yond the danger line. With the piercing 
notes of the bugle the noisy clamor of 
the surging multitude was suddenly 
hushed. 

Dynamite Bombs Thrown. 

Soon th@re was the roar of an explo- 
sion and masses of people rushed for- 
ward and tried to force their way 
through the police lines to see the re- 
sults. Inspectors and artillery Meuten- 
ants had thrown dynamite bombs from 
the viaduct. The explosion was so great 
that it shook the town and gave the im- 
pression that an earthquake had oc- 
curred, but when the smoke and dust 
cleared away the sharp cracks of rifles 
from the interior of the building showed 
that the bombs had falled to accomplish 
their purpose, zouaves and gendarmes 
shortly answered the fire. When the 
bandits resumed the aggressive, M. Le- 
pine himself had a narrow escape from 
death. Although some distance from 
the villa a bullet passed within an inch 
of his shoulder and buried itself in the 
wall of a house. 

The crowds, forced back further, lost 
patience and vented their feelings in a 
wild chorus, “Death to the bandits.” 

The prefect requisitioned extra dyna- 
mite bombs and cartridges from the bar- 
racks at Vincennes. Severa) detectives 
armed with a new type of steel shield 
which the police arsenals recently de- 
vised were able to approach within 15 
feet of the houes. One shield was pierced 
but the detective was not wounded. 

There was considerable indecision as 
to when the final assault on the house 
should be made. Some of the officials 
advised a wait until daybreak, as the 
proximity of the other villas made 
dynamiting at night dangerous. 

Searchlights Ordered. 

At 10:15 M. Lepine ordered electric 
searchlights from Paris, as there was 
great danger in the obscurity of the be. 
siegers accidentally shooting their fel- 
lows. 

When it arrived another bomb was 
exploded, followed by the clatter of 
broken windows and crumbling walls.

within. 

At 11:25 two more dynamite cartridges 
were exploded and a portion of one of 
the walls toppled over. Nevertheless the 
bandits apparently succeeded in finding 
shelter in what remained of the struc- 
ture. 

The explosion left a yawning opening 
in the villa through which police dogs 
with savage barks sprang, while the 
police and troops sent volley after volley 
of shots into the ruins of the building. 
Some of the bullets ricochetted from 
the bricks, while others emerged on 
the opposide side, the result of which 
was that two policemen were wounded. 
Then an armed force holding torches 
rushed into the ruins and discovered the 
two bapdits on the floor in a room. 
Garnier was naked save for a few tat- 
tered rags. He appeared to be dead. 
Vallet was dead or dying. 

Crowds Seek to Seize Bandits. 
The crowd of spectators, now wildly 
enraged, rushed up and tried to seize 
the bandits. With great difficulty the 
police drove them back and placed the 
wounded men in automobiles. 

The automobiles were blocked as they 
were started away and efforts were 
again made by the mob to tear the des- 
peradoes from the troops. Hundreds 
surrounded the Prefect of Police and 
with cries of ‘Viva’ Lepine,” tried to 
carry him off in triumph.

TAFT LOSES BIG CITIES 


La Follette Strength Shown Only 
in One Section ‘Where Labor 
_ Troubles Exist.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 15.—Delayed 
returns from remote districts of yester- 
day’s State presidential preference pri- 
mary indicate that Roosevelt's plurality 
is between 60,000 and 65,000 over Taft and 
La Follette. Champ Clark leads Wood- 
row Wilson by probably 20,000. 

Throughout the State the vote was 
comparatively light. This was regarded 
as surprising in view of the strenuous 
campaign waged for the Republican 
preference, and the keen interest that 
everywhere was manifest by the huge 
crowds drawn by the campaign orators. 

Roosevelt probably carried every coun- 
ty but one. HDven San Francisco, where 
a determined effort was made by the 
Taft managers to make a good showing 
for their candidate, favored the Colonel 
by @ plurality of 437. Roosevelt carried 
Los Angeles by more than 2 to 1, and 
other of the more important cities made 
him their choice. 

Senator La Follette found consolation 
only in San Diego County, which re- 
turns him his only plurality in any di- 
vision of the State. 

Troubles of the Industrial Workers of 
the World are said to have made senti- 
ment for him in that section, the theory 
being that the citizens resented an in- 
vestigation ordered by Governor John- 
son, a Roosevelt supporter. 

Champ Clark’s victory over Woodrow 
Wilson was sufficiently sweeping to 
justify the pre-election claims of his 
campaign managers. He also probably 
carried every county, and when the vote 
is counted it is expected that he will be 
found to lead Wilson by nearly 8 to L 
No organized effort was made in behalf 
of any other Democratic candidate, and 
the contest between Clark and Wilson 
was tame beside the pyrotechnical cam 
paigns waged by the Republicans, 

A feature of the election was the vote 
of Vallejo. For the first time tn the his- 
tory of general elections there, the Gov- 
ernment employes at the Mare Island 
navy yard were not given time off to 
vote, and it is believed that resentment 
resulting from the Government order to 
that effect, had much to do with the 
result, which stood: Roosevelt, 752; La 
Foliette, 499; Taft. 267. 

Taft’s best showing was made in the 
Northern California counties, notably 
in the San Joaquin Valley, where anti- 
Japanese sentiment is strong, and where 
the fight made against the Japanese at- 
titude of the former President found 
reflection in the vote cast against him 
in many of the precincts. 

The 26 delegates won by Roosevelt and 
Clark yesterday are pledged to give 
their respective candidates their full, un- 
swerving support.

REPUBLICANS PLAN 
TWO CONVENTIONS 


Roosevelt Supporters, Finding 
Case Hopeless, Decide to Split 
From Main Body. 


By Associated Press. 

ABERDEEN, Wash., May 15.—Dele- 
gates to the Republican State conven- 
tion here today had divided into two 
conventions before sunup. The Roose- 
velt adherents, ignoring what they 
chose to consider an olive branch ex- 
tended by the Taft forces, last night, 
in the seating of Roosevelt delegatcs 
from Pierce County, over a Taft dele- 
gation, announced that the Pierce 
County men would not-enter tha theater 
picked by the Committee on Arrange 
ments. 

Inasmuch as the convention call 
specified Aberdeen as the place of 
meeting, but did not name any partic- 
ular spot, the Roosevelt men asserted 
that their standing before the national 
comvention could not be iniured by 
holding a convention in another hall, 
and that is what they decided to do. 

About 300 seats were contested, and 
the predominance of Taft men in the 
Central Committee led the Roosevelt 
adherents to believe their case hope- 
less, unless they held a separate con- 
vention. 

Their decision was confirmed when 
the committee decided to seat the 80- 
called ‘‘hand-picked’”’ delegation from 
King’ County (Seattle) headed by for- 
mer United States Senator John L. Wil- 
son and Samuel H. Piles. 

Both sides acted under instruc‘ions 
from Eastern headquarters, and efforts 
on the part of Gov. Marion Hay and 
others to effect a compromise were 
fruitless.

REGULATE STOMACH, LIVER ee 
TASTE GO00 - NEVER GRIPE oR 


YY Work WHITE YOU SLEEP as 





AFFECTED BY NEW 
BREAK IN LEVEE 


PLnw oe BANS, May 15.—Hundreds 


of persons are fleeing before the flood 
in the country just north of New Or- 
leans. The break that came in the 
west levee last night is widening, and 
a great fertile territory will be added 
to Louisiana’s thousands of inundated 
acres. Thousands of persons are in the 
path of the flood. The danger of life 
loss is small, however, because Govern- 
ment aid was at the scene a few hours 
after the break was reported, but the 
damage to towns and plantations will 
be tremendous. 

Aproximately 60,000 persons will be af- 
fected, and probably half of this number 
will be without homes until the waters 
recede. 

A stretch of.territory adjacent to the 
Mississippi River, varying:in width from 
ten to thirty miles, and unbroken, with 
few exceptions from the Arkansas State 
line south to the St. Charles-Jefferson 
Parish, approximately 360 miles, proba- 
bly will be more or less inundated be- 
fore this new crevasse is closed. 

Dozens of villages along the Texas & 
Pacific, including .Taft Station, will be 
under water before another week passes. 
Roosevelt, in North Louisiana, was 
among the first towns to be inundated 
by the Dog Trail crevasse waters sev- 
eral weeks 4go. 

The news of the break was carried 
rapidly last night by couriers, telegraph 
and telephone to the thousands of per- 
sone in the affected district, and throngs 
of women and children sought refuge on 
the levees above ahd below the break, 
awaiting the rescue boats.

YOUNG WOMAN’ ESCAPES 


Miss Lydia Keturakat Runs From 
Parsonage When He Appears 
With Revolver. 


Henry Balshat, a Russian miner, 2 
years old, shot himself through the 
head in the basement of the Byvan- 


gelical Lutheran Church, at Collins- 
ville, Tuesday afternoon, after he had 
pursued Miss Lydia Keturakat, whom 
he had wooed in vain for two yéars, 
through the church with a revolver. He 
died almost instantly. 

Miss Keturakat is a sister of the 
Rev. Martin Keturakat, rector of the 
church, and lived with him and their 
mother in the parsonage. She had con- 
tinuously rebuffed the advances of Bal- 
shat. A year ago the miner assaulted 
@ young man with whom she was walk- 
ing to church, and since then she has 
refused to see him. 

In the afternoon Balshat went to the 
parsonage. When Miss Keturakat’s 
mother answered the door, the miner 
seized her by the throat, threw her to 
one side and entered the house. The girl 
ran. 

Revolver in hand, Balshat pursued her 
through the parsonage. She ran out 
and into the basement of the church, 
Balshat followed her, but she left the 
basement by a second entrance, and ran 
to the home of a neighbor. 

Balshat appeared in the churchyard 
and stood a moment as if in doubt what 
to do next. Walter Barker, a paper 
hanger at work in the neighborhood, 
had heard Miss Keturakat’s screams 
and was running toward the church. 
When Balshat saw him he went into the 
basement again and shot himself.

Supt. George A. Johns of the institu- 
tion to a Post-Dispatch reporter Monday 
made the statement that no complaints 
of intoxication or misconduct at the 
asylum had been made to him except 
the complaint of Cox, the chef. 

Cox told him last week, he said, 
that beer was being brought in and 
patients were being made intoxicated. 
After an investigation Johns said he 
found nothing to substantiate thé 
story of Cox—that of all the in- 
ternes, attendants and other employes, 
Cox was the only one who made these 
charges. 

Forced to Allow Some Liberty. | 

“Tt is true,” he said, ‘that beer is oc- 
casionally brought in to patients who 
have been allowed some liberty. But 
that is almost beyond control We are 
forced to give liberty to patients at cer- 
tain stages. That is part of the treat- 
ment. But when we find one of them 
bringing in liquor we curtail his liberty 
for a long time until we think it safe 
to restore it once more.” 

Told that the reporter had seen beer 
taken into the place the day before, 
Johns replied that that was not unusual, 
but that it was a matter beyond con- 
trol. It had never resulted in serious 
consequences, he added. 

Denies Rumors of Carousing, 

Johns denounced as without founda- 
tion rumors that certain doctors, nurses 
and attendants had been guilty of ca- 
rousing, keeping unseemly hours and 
spooning in a vacant ward. He said that 
occasionally an employe appeared at the 
asylum intoxicated, but that every such 
offense resulted in the immediate dis- 
charge of the offender. He said it was 
impossible for an employe to be there 
intoxicated and the Superintendent not 
know of it. 

As to charges of improper conduct in 
one of the vacant ward Johns made an 
emphatic denial. He admitted that the 
ward is thrown open to the attendants 
in the evenings, but said it was closed 
at 10 p. m., when all lights are turned 
out and the doors locked. 

Many Incorrect Statements. 

Many incorrect statements had been 
made about the asylum, Johns insisted. 
He referred to some published lists in 
@ morning newspaper of insane persons 
who had been injured, and said some of 
these persons had never been inmates 
of the place. He said there was occa- 
sional violence, but said it could not be 
avoided at all times in such institu- 
tions—that there was some violence in 
all asylums for the insane. 

“I don’t believe we can do away with 
all violence unless we have attendants 
for each person,” he added. “I under- 
stand we are to have 2 more guards. 
That will help us out materially.” 


Twenty-five More Guards. 
Hospital Commissioner Shutt an- 


nounced Wednesday that, as the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly voted an appropriation 
Saturday for additional guards at the 
insane asylum, he is already engaged 
in selecting 2% more guards which this 
appropriation enables him to employ.

GARDNER IS SUED. 
FOR $130,409 OF 
INSURANCE ASSETS 


Receivers for Twin Companies 
Allege That He Has Converted 
That Amount to Own Use. 


Matt G. Reynolds, receiver for the 
Continental Assurance Co. of America, 
and G.. Lacy Crawford, receiver for the 
International Fire Assurance Co.., 
Wednesday filed suit for $135,489.35 and 
in accounting against Harry B. Gardner, 
acting secretary and fiscal agent of the 
twin corporations. 

The petition charges that Gardner min- 
gled the accounts of the two concerns 
so that it has been impossible to deter- 
mine to which the various assets belong. 
It alleges also that while Gardner re- 
ceived assets valued at $264,049.96, he has 
accounted for only $128,560.61, that he has 
converted the difference to his own use 
and failed and refused to make restitu- 
tion, although frequently called upon to 
do 80, 

All the assets of the twin companies 
were taken in the name of the Conti- 
nental Assurance Co., the plaintiffs al- 
lege. Chase Morsey and John 8. Leahy 
are attorneys for the receivers. 

Under Indictment. 

Gardner and Harry M. Coudrey, pro- 
moters of the twin companies, are under 
indictment in the Federal courte, 
charged with using the malls to defraud, 
Advertising matter boosting the stock of 
the companies is the basis for the in- 
dictment.

peatedly by the receivers that while 
Coudrey and Gardner’ put little actual 
cash into the companies, both drew out 
large’ sums in the form of commissions 
for selling stocks and transacting other 
business of the companies. 


In a statement published in July, 1910, 
the receivers charged that Gardner had 
drawn out $170,039.74 and that Coudrey 
had drawn out $42,000. After the receiv- 
ers were appointed in July, 1910, the di- 
rectors of both companies voted to oust 
Gardner as secretary. Coudrey had re- 
signed previously. 

Gardner himself filed a claim before 
Reynolds Wednesday for $49,173.79 in un- 
paid commissions for selling stock in thc 
twin insurance companies. He said he 
had a contract with the companies by 
which he was to receive % per cent of 
the first installment of all payments for 
stock, but that this contract had disap- 
peared when he sought it before leav- 
ing his offices with the concern. 

He admitted he had received notica 
of the filing of the other suit and con- 
sideration of his claim was postponed 
until the entire matter can be gone 
over in court.

WASHINGTON, May %.—A fusillade 
of rapidly exploding dynamite mines and 
the sudden transformation of a minia- 
ture “battlefield set with platoons of 
mannikin soldiers into ‘‘a field of Car- 
nage,’ with a fully equipped corps of 
xsed Cross nurses rushing to do service 
among the ‘“‘wounded,”” was the crown- 
ing feature in a series of surprises which 
made the $50,000 fete Mr. and Mrs. Ed- 
ward Beale McLean gave ikst night one 
of the most astonishing and spectacular 
affairs ever given in Washington. Small 
fortresses dotted the gardens and cav- 
alry and cannon added to the realism of 
the martial picture. 

Red Cross ambulances and Red Cross 
nurses, arranged on wires charged with 
electricity, whirled rapidly to the scenes 
of the severa] explosions, and within 20 
minutes after the firing of the first mine 
the Italian gardens, set with 50 battal- 
ions of soldiers in battle array, looked 
like a Red Cross hospital camp on a 
battlefield. 

The occasion marked the climax of a 
week's entertaining planned in honor of 
the delegates to the International Red 
Cross conference, now in session in 
Washington. Eight hundred guests, in- 
cluding notables from every country in 
the civilized world, attended the recep- 
tion, which was marked by the elegance 
of a court function. 

Mrs. Edward Beale McLean, wearing 
a robe of cloth of gold embroidered in 
pearls and having among her jewels the 
famous Hope diamond, received with the 
wife of the Russian Ambassador and an 
aunt of thé host. The gorgeousness of 
the floral decorations surpassed any- 
thing Washington has witnessed before 
in a decade, while in the gold banquet 
hall stood a board set with the magnifi- 
cent gold service presented to the late 
Thomas Walsh by the late King Leo- 
pold of Belgium. New York caterers 
served the guests and several bands of 
musicians distributed throughout the 
house added to the brilliancy of a splen- 
did fete. 

Throughout the entire day electricians 
were at work in the screens, placing the 
half hundred bombs embedded in soft 
clay which were timed for the demon- 
stration of the first aid word of the 
Red Cross hospital service.

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A “TOMFOOL” PROPOSITION. 
From the New York World. 
The Clayton resolution for a constitu- 
tional amendment limiting the presiden- 


ty re-election, brings from Mr. Roose- | 
velt the statement that he has been 
asked to commit himself “to about ev- 
ery tomfool proposition and I presume 
this is one of them.” 

In the convention of 1787 which framed 
the Constitution, seven states, including 
New York, favored a seven-year term, 
without right to re-election, and only 
two states were opposed. The majority 
were much given to tomfoolery. 

Nine states, including New York, later 
en voted for a six-year term, without 
re-election, and only one was opposed. 
They are still more given to tomfoolery. 
The matter was next referred to a com- 
mittee of five which persisted in the 
tomfoolishness to the extent of report- 
ing a seven-year term, without right of 
a second election, and the worst of it is, 
we have no record of the reasons which 
finally drew the convention away from 
the tomfoolishness. 

President Jackson in 1829 was tomfool- 
ish enough to urge the single term of 
six years and President Hayes and a 
committee of Congress in 1877 -equally 
distinguished themselves. 

Coming down to our own immediate 
time, we find the tomfool proposition 
running riot through the official body 
politic. 

It has the endorsement of President 
Taft. It has been reported favorabl; 
by a subcommittee of the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee. It is about to be re- 
ported favorably by a subcommittee of 
the House Judiciary Committee. 

As a fool proposition the Clayton reso- 
lution is almost equal, in its weight of 
indorsement from the founders and 
builders of the Republic and those who 
now come after them to that other prop- 
osition established first by the precedent 
of Washington and Jefferson which Mr, 
Roosevelt is seeking to overthrow,
